Gov. Reagan signed the property 
tax relief measure into law last 
month. 


Local 
property 
owners 
are 
currently paying $4.61 per $100 of 
assessed 
valuation. 
Under 
provisions of SB 90, that figure could 
be pared to $2.60, according to 
figures released by Carlin today. 
“ If we assume that payment to 
the 
state school 
building 
fund 
remains at the present figure of 15 
cents and the amount for retirement 
of bonds at 70 cents, the $2.60 figure 


could come about,” Carlin said. 
“ However there are a number of 
other factors that could vary the 
final figure.” 
He said a “ trailer“ bill is being 
rushed though the legislature to 
provide some clarification for the 
generalities of SB 90. 
The school district has a current 
operations tax rate of about $2.77. 
Fixed rates for the building fund and 


the bonds brings the tigure lo $4.61.

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Phil Regan arrested on 


attempted bribery charge

Philip Regan, Sr. of Montecito, 
former Broadway and Hollywood 
actor who has been prominent in 
state and national political circles, 
has 
been 
charged 
today 
with 
attempting to bribe new County 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost, 42, of 
Santa Barbara and Santa Barbara 
Public 
Relations 
Consultant 
Kenneth 
Palmer, 
44, 
former 
assistant 
to 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Robert Moretti. 
Arrested last night outside a Santa 
Barbara restaurant by Sheriff’s 
officers, Regan was booked at the 
county jail on four charges of 
suspicion 
of bribery and later 
released on $2,500 bail by Superior 
Court Judge Charles S. Stephens, Jr. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter praised 
Frost, Palmer and another newly- 
elected supervisor, James Slater of 
Goleta Valley, for their part in the 
investigation. 
He said he also 
deplored the “ low bail figure that 
was set 
it is less than the bribe.” 
P>ost is a UC, Santa Barbara 
history professor who was elected 
on 
a 
no-growth platform 
last 
November. He took nis seat on the 
board of supervisors only five days 
ago. 
Frost, at a press conference today 
conducted at the sheriff’s office in 
Goleta Valley, revealed the first 
alleged bribe attempt was made last 
week by Regan to purchase his vote 
on the Tyrolean Village rezoning in 
Goleta Valley coming before the 
Board of Supervisors Monday. The 
project 
involves 
a 
750-unit 
residential community with a golf 
course and country club on the 
ocean front just west of Hope 
Ranch. 
PYost and Palmer, whose wife 
Georgia was campaign manager for 
Frost, immediately contacted the 
sheriff’s 
office 
and 
district 
attorney’s office. They said that 
further contacts were then made 
with Regan and monitored by the 
two men by the 
use of tape 
recorders on their persons. 
A payment of $1,000 was made to 
Palmer including ten $100 bills. 
Palmer said, with the promise of 
another $5,000 after the yes vote 
would be cast on Monday by 
Supervisor P' rost. 
Palmer said he received promises 
of lucrative job contracts from 
Regan totalling $75,000 if he would 
arrange P'rost’s yes vote.

“ There were boasts also by Regan 
of influence on judgeships upon

He 
said Regan told him that he would 
be of assistance to Slater if he were 
interested in a judgeship later. 
Slater 
said 
Regan,

specifically offering anything, made 
it clear that he felt blater should 
start off by voting right. 
Regan also boasted to the three, it 
was alleged, of his influence on the 
local, state and national levels and 
was shown to be involved also in the 
attempts to redistrict the county 
which came before the old board of 
supervisors at their last session Jan. 
8. The proposal was made by 
retiring Supervisor Daniel G. Grant.

He also had a letter from the Secret 
Service confirming reservations at 
the Mayflower Hotel in Washington, 
D. C. for four days starting Jan. 17. 
There were other letters from the 
governors of Kansas and Montana; 
however, officers said he had only

Palmer said that the thousand 
dollars he had received from Regai> 
and the iob guarantee worth $75,000 
was said to be “ only the beginning” 
of what Regan would do for himself 
and Frost.

Reagan disclosed the enormity of 
the surplus in his annual “ State of 
the State” address to the legislature 
Thursday and said he was certain 
“ there is no disagreement that it 
should be return^” to taxpayers 
but foresaw “ possible philosophical 
differences” as how best to do it. 
Previously, Reagan had said he 
was “ committee” to an income tax 
reduction, but he left the door open 
in his speech to other options 


—possibly a delay in a scheduled 
sales tax increase or combination of 
both. 
His press secretary, Edwin Gray, 
said the issue is under “ discussion”

WASHINGTON tU Pll - Many 
Democrats in Congress— and some

Many foresee a new wave of 
soaring prices and intense demands 
for big catchup wage hikes in a year 
when many big and powerful unions 
will be renegotiating contracts. 
But once again—as with the 
bombing campaign in Vietnam and 
the reorganization of the federal 
bureaucracy—Nixon has presented 
the Democratic-controlled Congress 
with a fait accompli. 
Most controls are off. It would be 
all but impossible for Congress to 
reimpose them several months from 
now against the will of a White 
House that doesn’t want to exercise 
them. 
About all Congress can do is what 
Nixon asked: Extend the Economic 
Stabilization Act before it expires 
April 30 to arm the President with 
standby 
authority 
to 
revive 
mandatory economic controls if his 
largely voluntary substitute goes 
haywire. 
Congress also can try to frame the 
legislation 
to 
make 
sure 
that 
whatever inequities it found in the 
old system will not be re-created if 
Nixon acts anew to limit wage and 
price increases. Many Democrats 
felt that working people bore the 
brunt of the Phase II fight against 
inflation. 
What the President did was to 


remove mandatory controls in just 
about every area except where 
inflation IS worst. These are among 
the highlights of the Phase III plan 
announced by Nixon Thursday in a

U.S. bombers hit

SAIGON (U PI) — American Air 
Force B52 bombers dropped more 
than 
1,200

military headquarters in Vietnam 
tightened security against possible 
terrorist attacks. 
Three battalions of Communist 
troops, numbering about 9,000 men 
at full strength, were reported 
massing in an area 50 miles north of 
Saigon near the town of Tay Ninh in 
the area of the old French Michelin 
rubber plantation. The Communists 
reportedly were moving tanks and 
122 mm field guns into the area from 
Cambodia.

whether 
nuclear weapons were stored within 
bombing distance of North Vietnam. 
The question arose after William 


Clements, 
President 
Nixon’s 
nominee for deputy secretary of 
defense, told American senators 
Thursday he “ would not eliminate 
the thought of the use of nuclear 
warheads in Vietnam.” 
No U.S. military spokesmen at

things.”

pounds lighter, strode out of 
jail Thursday, released—at 
least 
temporarily—by

U.S. Supreme Court order. 
He said that if necessary 
he will go back to jail again 
rather than give in to a 
judge’s demand 
that he 
reveal the source of a story 
he wrote during the trial of 
the Charles Manson Family 
for 
the 
Sharon 
Tate 
murders 
“ What this has proven is 
that they can hold you in jail 
for a long time, but it has 
also proven that they can't 
force you to tell things 
unless you want to ” Farr 
said on his release. 
Farr’s 46 days in jail was 
the longest term served yet 
by a newsman in a series of 
conflicts 
between 
judges 
and the press over the rights 
of 
reporters, 
and 
the 
second-longest 
in 
U.S. 
history for refusal to reveal 
a news source.

Clements Jr. The committee is 
considering his nomination to the 
defense post. 
Clements, a Dallas businessman, 
said he recognized there was an 
“ awful 
difference“ 
between 
conventional and nuclear weapons. 
But Clements under prodding said 
he could not rule out the possibility 
of 
using 
nuclear 
weapons 
in 
Vietnam. 
Ziegler 
told 
a 
White 
House 
briefing today that Nixon has always 
stressed 
“that 
nuclear weapons 
were not one of the contingent 
elements that he would use in 
relation to Vietnam.” 
Ziegler 
also 
said 
Clements' 
testimony "should be put in the 
context of what the President of the 
United States says.” 


Sen. Harold E. Hughes. D-Iowa, 
confronted 
Clements 
with 
the 
nuclear 
weapons 
issue. 
Bearing 
down on Clements with repeated 
questions, Hughes asked the Texan 
if he could eliminate the thought of 
the use of nuclear weapons in the 
Vietnam War 
No sir. I would not eliminate the 
thought of the 
use of nuclear 
warheads in Vietnam. 
Clements 
said “ But that is not to say that I 
would be in favor of it.” 
Hughes then asked Clements if he 
thought it was important to “make

weapons?“ 
“ I assure you I recognize the 
difference.“ Clements said. “There 
is an awful difference “ 
Hughes: “Can you rule out taking

Rancho Embarcadero 
New county library contract sought 
property assessments 
increased

property 
assessments on 1.101 acres of Rancho 
Embarcadero property west of Goleta 
which last year was involved in a futile 
unique “third party action” designed to 
have the county raise property taxes on the 
property. 
Assessor William Cook verified reports 
that sizable increases had been imposed for 
1972-73 tax year, following a Superior Court 
decision which had upheld the position of 
the landowner, Wallover, Inc., of New 
York, that its 1971-72 taxes shouldn't be 
boosted some $54,000 over the assessed 
figure 
Wallover had won its fight in Superior 
Court on a decision handed down by Judge 
Arden T. Jensen. Judge Jensen, ruling on a 
writ 
of 
prohibition 
obtained 
by 
the 
company, stated the County Board of 
Equalization should have had a hearing and 
decision prior to Aug. 26, 1971, in the case 
rather than putting over a hearing to the 
following April. 
The assessor’s office last April had been 


declared ready to recommend to the county 
board that the land be reassessed at triple 
its market valuation at that time But legal 
action was started and the case went to 
Superior Court. 
The board, made up of the five county 
supervisors, decided an appeal is not 
practical, and deadline for appeal has 
passed. 
Costs of an appeal might run to $6,000 or 
more, with no certainty the Superior Court 
ruling could be overturned 
David Burrey, an appraiser for a Santa 
Barbara savings and loan, had instituted 
the unusual “ third party” action claiming 
the Wallover land was underassessed at a 
time 
when 
Rancho 
Embarcadero 
homeowners 
were 
being

substantially higher assessments. 
County officials said that if the $54,000 
property tax boost had been allowed for 
1971-72 the county would have gotten 
possibly $15,000 and the school district the 
balance.

In the near future American 
workers will clamor for an annual 
Super Bowl vacation, reasoning that 
the fans, like the players, need 
adequate time to get into the proper 
mental and physical shape for the 
game. 


The Super Bowl is publicity. There 
are at least 1500 sports writers 
covering this event, about 15 writers 
for each and every player and coach 
involved in the game.

CHICAGO <UPI) — The American League will show 
baseball fans something new next season when it allows 
a pinch hitter to take a pitcher's turn at bat without 
forcing the pitcher’s removal from the game. 


The innovation, the first major rules change in more 
than 80 years of big league baseball, was voted in by club 
owners Thursday. 


The designated pinch hitter rule will be used only in the 
American League where the proposal originated, 
although it required approval of National League owners 
before it could be made an amendment to major league 
baseball rules 
National League owners willingly approved the junior 
loop’s experimental use of the rule change for the next 
three years, but voted against putting into effect for 
their own clubs. 
The DPH, as he will probably come to be known in box

The new rule will not be used in current interleague 
games such as the All-Star Game or the World Series, 
the owners said. 
The owners listened to a report on negotiations on a

The hospital battle 


It will be a big day of decision for needed 
Lompoc 
medical 
and 
nursing 
home 
facilities next Wednesday as the State 
Hospital Planning Council meets to hear a 
negative report from their committee that 
expansion of such facilities in Lompoc are 
not needed. 
Lompoc Hospital District officials have 
attempted to rally the support of groups, 
organizations and individuals to impress 
upon the State Council that the facilities 
are, indeed, needed and it is strongly * 
hoped, but not expected, that the Council 
will 
over 
turn 
their 
com m ittee’s 
recommendation. 
It would seem nearly impossible for the 
Council to believe otherwise. Nursing 
home facilities are needed as is evidenced 
by a waiting list in the District Hospital 
office of more than 30 persons. Expansion 
of present hospital facilities is logical in 
view of new trends in medicine, in view of 
the fact that soon military dependents will 
he accepted in District facilities. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


It is ironic that the District is not 
appealing for funds through the Hospital 
Council. The Council s main responsibility 
is deciding funding grants for hospitals. 
The citizens of Lompoc Hospital District 
have taken care of the matter of funding 
through the democratic electoral process 
by overwhelmingly approving actions of 
the District and granting approval of a 
bond issue. 


Many citizens, angered over the Council 
committee action, state: why don't we go 
ahead without their approval? It would be 
impossible, is the answer. The Hospital 
District would be ineligible for Medical 
and Medicare funding if such action were 
taken. Bureaucracy always has a hammer. 


We know that the Hospital District 
officials are well prepared to battle the 
Council this coming week. We know that 
they are armed with statistics, strong 
expressions 
of 
support 
from

community and we wish them well.

Brighteners 


WASHINGTON — The continuing 
cost 
of 
corporate 
secrecy 
to 
consumers 
will 
soon 
be 
given 
greater focus in yet another group of 
widely 
used 
chemicals 
called 
“optical brighteners.” Millions of 
pounds 
of 
th e se 
c h e m ic a l 
compounds are used in detergents, 
cosm etics, textiles, paper, soap, 
bandages 
and 
plastics. 
Their 
purpose: to make products “whiter 
than white.” 
Brighteners make 
things 
whiter 
by 
transforming 
invisible ultraviolet 
light 
into 
visible 
light. Large users of 
brighteners such as 
P r o c t e r 
and 
G am ble 
concede 
that 
their 
only 
p u r p o s e 
is 
cosmetic. They do 
not 
concede 
any 
h e a lth 
c o s t s 
however. 
If 
these 
corporations 
are 
not 
disclosing 
risks 
and 
admitting 
unknowns about brighteners, other 
researchers, most overseas, are 
being heard. Japan has banned the 
use of these chemicals in food 
wrappings. The Swedish Food and 
Drug Administration two years ago 
recommended that manufacturers 
of 
skin 
cream 
and 
cosmetics 
suspend the use of these compounds 
pending further studies. A Swedish 
detergent manufacturer has refused 
to use brighteners in its products. 
The British Journal of Dermatology 


published in 1969 a report by a 
Danish researcher on skin rashes 
contracted by consumers exposed to 
detergents containing brighteners. 
Great Britain and West Germany do 
not allow brighteners to be used in 
hospital 
bandages 
after 
studied 
cases pointed to delays in healing of 
wounds. 


The mounting concern over these 
chemicals illustrates the difference 
between commercial and scientific 
motivations. If the companies can 
point to a few studies which show 
that brighteners are not directly and 
immediately toxic to humans, they 
look no further and deeper. There 
are 
other 
questions 
which 
are 
ignored by this policy of “ sell now 
and let someone else test later for 
long term effects.” First, as Dr. 
Bjom 
Gillberg 
of 
Sweden 
has 
pointed out, “ there is reason to 
suspect that brighteners may cause 
cancer or induce damage in genetic 
m aterial.” In his laboratory at the 
Royal 
Agricultural 
College 
of 
Sweden 
at 
Uppsala, 
Gillberg 
conducted 
experim ents 
with 
brighteners which caused “ petite 
mutations” in microorganisms. He 
hastened to add that these findings 
“ by no means prove that such 
compounds are in fact carcinogenic 
or 
mutagenic 
in 
man 
“The 
experiments do, 
he said, “ raise a 
large red warning flag, indicating 
that further and more extensive 
research is required.’ His concern 
is 
also 
rooted 
in 
the 
rapidly 
increasing and broadening use of 


brighteners. Residues have been 
found in fish in Swedish rivers. 


Dr. Samuel Epstein, a prominent 
toxicologist 
at 
Case 
Western 
Reserve University in Cleveland, is 
worried about what happens to these 
chemicals when they enter rivers 
and 
other 
waterways 
already 
polluted with industrial wastes. He 
is heading a project which is trying 
to 
determine 
what 
happens 
to 
brighteners when they chemically 
interact with other waste chemicals 
in waterways. He thinks the risks of 
these 
combinational 
effects 
are 
serious enough to warrant much 
greater 
investigation 
by 
the 
com panies 
which 
use 
these 
compounds in their products. His 
findings are to be released later this 
year. 


Once 
again 
consumers 
are 
confronted with trivial cosmetic 
benefits as against higher costs, 
known hazards and potential risks 
associated with numerous products 
that touch them daily. A new Office 
of Technology Assessment, getting 
underway this year as an arm of 
Congress, will push the eminently 
sensible idea that chemicals and 
other 
m a teria ls 
should 
be 
thoroughly tested before, not after, 
th eir 
introduction 
into 
the 
environment. In the meantime, it 
can only help the cause of health and 
safety for consumers to ask their 
representatives in Congress and the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration 
about 
brighteners 
and 
other 
chemicals that concern them

Everybody we know envisions the 
typical 
scrap 
aluminum 
can 
collector as probably a youthful, 
civic-minded type doing it in the 
interests of ecology Right? Wrong 
Not according to a study by two 
University

Dallas 
graduate 
students.

stu d e n ts, 
C harles 
Johnson 
and R.J. Wheelock, 
says the typical col­ 
lector 
is a 
male 
between 36 and 55 
who 
drinks 
beer, 
works 
at 
a 
non­ 
professional 
occu­ 
pation at less than 
$10,000 a year and 
collects cans as a 
family project. 
His primary motivation is money, 
which, 
according 
to 
the 
study 
“ substantially 
outweighs” 
his 
concern for the environment. 
Johnson and Wheelock questioned 
can collectors at Alcoa “Yes We 
Can” redemption centers in the 
Dallas and Fort Worth areas where 
collectors are paid 10 cents a pound 
for scrap cans. The reclamation 
study was undertaken to meet part 
of the requirements for their master 
of business administration degrees. 
They found in their investigation 
that the majority of scavengers, 72 
per cent, collect cans on a fairly 
regular basis, 
and, 
surprisingly, 
only three per cent do so to raise 
funds for Scout, civic or church- 
related efforts. 
Since the “Yes We Can' program 
started two years ago in Dallas, 
Fort Worth and San Diego, some 300 
million cans have been reclaimed 


and more than $1.5 million paid to 
the public. 
N ationw ide, 
the 
alum inum 
industry estim ates that 1.5 billion 
aluminum cans were returned for 
recycling and reuse in the United 
States last year. 
We would agree with the study 
done by the graduate students. We 
personally know of two youngsters 
in the Los Angeles area who use 
every spare moment from their 
college studies to collect aluminum 
cans. 
They 
claim 
their

endeavors are going a long ways 
toward paying their college costs 
which, we guess, would mean that 
money “substantially outweighs 
the concern for the environment.
